In Senatorial Contests

ENATOR DIRKSEN, who will run the 
Taft campaign in his home state of 
Illinois, also will have a big hand in direct­ 
ing the Republicans’ 1952 drive to win con­ 
trol of the Senate. It’s not an easy assign­ 
ment. 
Every two years one-third of^the Senate 
—32 seats—normally faces the voters. Next 
year 33 seats are at stake, since the unex­ 
pired term of the late Senator Chapman of 
Kentucky must also be filled. 
But the accidental effect of-Senate elec­ 
tion mechanics over the years gives one 
party or the other a distinct advantage in 
any particular test at the polls. 
Thus in 
1952, 19 seats now occupied by Republi­ 
cans will be on the block, against 14 held 
by Democrats. But of those 14 Democratic 
berths, 
six represent states in the Solid 
South where any turn-over is highly un 
-ilkely. 
This means that the GOP must concen­ 
trate all its energies on the remaining eight 
Democratic seats at stake. 
To gain mini­ 
mum control of the Senate, they must take 
three, since they are now in a 46 to 50 
m in ority.

Dirksen 
lists 
Connecticut.

New 
Mexico’s Senator Chavez began his tenure 
lh 1935. 
Senators McFarland of Arizona 
and Kilgore of West Virginia have 
held 
their posts without interruption since 1941. 
Furthermore, each of these four states 
has a political history with a strong Demo­ 
cratic tinge. That doesn’t mean, of course, 
that they rank with the Solid South. As a 
matter of fact, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Wyoming now have Republican governors. 
. But capturing a Senate seat in these four 
spots is plainly no cinch for the GOP. 
Prospects are somewhat brighter in the 
other four. In Michigan, 
Senator Moody 
holds by appointment the seat formerly oc­ 
cupied by the late Senator Vandenberg for 
more than 20 years. 
GOP chances here 
must be rated good, though Moody has the 
advantage which goes with 
incumbency: 
he can make the papers more easily than 
an opponent. 
The Connecticut 
seat held by Senator 
Benton also has a Republican history. It 
was lost when Senator Baldwin resigned in 
1949, and Benton managed to squeeze by 
narrowly last year in a short-term elec­ 
tion. 
Maryland’s recent Republican trend—it 
put in a GOP governor and senator last 
year—must inevitably give encouragement 
to Dirksen and his colleagues. But Senator 
O’Connor, a member of the Kefauver com­ 
mittee now wending up his first term, may 
be hard to beat. Maryland is a border state, 
and such territory never can be ranked as 
easy Republican ground. 
Kentucky, another border state, is less 
promising. It seldom elects a Republican to 
major office, though it has happened in the 
last decade. Chapman's seat will be tough 
to rapture. 
Beyond question the Republicans face an 
uphill struggle to take the

year. 


Egypt Backs Down 
On Sudan Issue 
S 
OMEWHAT quietly. Egypt has modified 
its view on the future of the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. Britain could wey afford 
to accept the newest Egyptian proposal. 
In its original tirade against the British, 
Egypt claimed the Sudan for its own. As 
lucently as a few days ago, 
King Farouk 
was billed as Sudan's ruler. The argument 
was that “oppressive” Britain had no right 
to exert any control in either Egypt or the 
Sudan. 
But the Egyptians seemed to see 
nothing illogical or unwise in proposing 
outside control by

Sudanese. 
Now they have told the United Nations 
the Sudanese ought to have a chance to 
vote on their own future. And they suggest 
that until that decision is made, the UN 
itself should rule in the Sudan. 
Admittedly this is a way of getting the 
British out of the picture, at least tem- 
poiarily. But if British guidance has been 
as just as they cleim, they need not fear 
this, nor the results of a subsequent plebis­ 
cite. The move is a backdown by Egypt, 
and deserves to be recognized as such.

Busy Half Hour 
In Railroading 
npHIRTY minutes is a very brief period of 
time.But it can encompass a world of 
activity in fndustry and enterprise. 
Take, for example, thirty minutes of 
railroading. 
In the next half hour—and in any other 
average half hour of any day—more than 
500 freight and passenger trains will start 
on their journeys somewhere within the 
United States, and another 500 will pull 
into terminals, their runs completed. 
The transportation output of the freight 
trains in this thirty-m inute period will be 
the equivalent of hauling a ton of freight 
37,000,000 miles. 
When quantities moved 
and the distances involved are measured, 
it is found that the railroads are responsi­ 
ble for more inter-city freight hauling than 
all forms of transport rolled into one. 
In the same half-hour, 
the passenger 
trains will produce transportation equival­ 
ent to carrying nearly 2,000,000 ^people one 
mile. At the same time, they will handle 
more than 
90 
per cent <k all non-local 
United States mail. 
It costs a lot of money—mountains of 
money—to run anything as big and com­ 
plex and extensive as our railroads. 
So, 
during those thirty brief minutes, the rail­ 
roads will pour into the bloodstream of the 
economy more than $285,000 in wages to 
their employes, and about $115,000 in pur­ 
chases of fuel, materials and supplies. And 
the treasuries of the national, state and lo­ 
cal governments will be fattened by more 
than $70,000 in railroad taxes. 
Remember that will happen in just half 
an hour—and it happens each and every 
half hour. 
It is one measure of the enor­ 
mous 
importance 
of

to 
America.

WASHINGTON—The same House com­ 
mittee that has been proving tax scandals 
lately, tried to disprove one the other day. 
However, the public and press were barred 
as tne committee began a ticklish investi­ 
gation of its own chairman—Congressman 
Cecil King, California Democrat, 
The purpose was to spike rumors that 
King had intervened in a tax investigation 
of four Long Beach, Calif., business asso­ 
ciates—Thomas A. Gregory, John D. Wil­ 
hoit, Clifton S. Jones and Charles J. Jones. 
Under sharp, often heated questioning, the 
witnesses agreed that they knew of no 
pressure from King to block the tax cases. 
However, at least one witness charged that 
King had used his congressional influence 
on Gregory’s side in a $30,000,000 lawsuit. 
Believing that Congressman King s con­ 
duct should be as open to public scrutiny 
as the tax collectors he 
ie investigating, 
this column has obtained a play-by-play 
account of the closed-door hearing. 
Sharpest clash was between Adrian de 
Wind, King s chief counsel, and Philip H. 
Angell, former president of the California 
Stale Bar association. Angell testified that 
he had reported his suspicions about the 
Long Beach tax cases to the Republican 
members of the committee. 
“I hoped there would be a full and im ­ 
partial investigation. . .” he explained. “I 
hoped there would be absolutely 
inde­ 
pendent investigators and counsel because 
of Mr. King’s close association with Mr. 
Gregory and his activities in the 
Long 
Beach case. I was sure with his feeling as 
to anything connected with Mr. Gregory, 
he would be very partial to Mr. Gregory’s 
side of the picture.” 
Angell identified himself as an attorney 
for the Federal Home Loan Bank of San 
Francisco, which 
has 
charged 
Gregory 
with mismanagement of the Long Beach 
Federal Savings and Loan association. 
Among other things, 
Gregory is charged 
with making “utterly fantastic” loans to 
Wilhoit and the Jones brothers, which has 
resulted in both the tax investigation and 
the $30,000,000 lawsuit. 
CAUDLE WAS SUSPICIOUS 
Though 
the 
tax probe was started in 
1946, it was stimulated again last March 
by Theron Lamar Caudle, then assistant 
attorney general in charge of prosecuting 
tax cases. 
Though Caudle was fired by 
President Truman last week, the fact is 
that, on March 3, he asked the Internal 
Revenue Bureau to investigate “allegations 
of influence” rn the Long Beach tax cases, 
including charges that Congressman King 
of California had exerted political pressure 
in behalf of Gregory. 
Under withering cross-examination, An­ 
gell admitted that he had helped write a 
memo sent to the justice department which 
aroused Caudle’s suspicion. 
It was for­ 
warded to the justice department by Sen. 
Lester Hunt, Wyoming Democrat. 
“There is a paragraph in the memoran­ 
dum which says that almost continuously 
from the time that this dispute- arose, Con­ 
gressman Cecil King and, within the last 
year, Congressman Holifield, have exert­ 
ed political pressure to compel the depart­ 
ment of justice, 
the Home Loan Bank 
board and the Federal Home Loan Bank 
board of San Francisco, to settle pending 
litigation wherein Long Beach seeks in ex­ 
cess of $30,000,000 damages from the 
United States,” observed committee coun­ 
sel de Wind. 
“That is correct,” nodded Angell. 
“Did you intend to create any implica­ 
tion that the tax-liability matter might be 
associated with Congressman King’s 
or 
Congressman 
Holifield’s 
pressure?” de­ 
manded de Wind. 
“Oh, not at all,” Angell disclaimed. 
“Do you wish to repudiate here and now 
any possible insinuation against Congress­ 
man King arising from this 
memoran 
durn?” barked de wind. 
“As to tax m atters?” asked Angell cau­ 
tiously. 
“As to tax matters,” agreed King’s chief 
counsel. 
Oh, very definitely,” 
admitted Rngell. 
“I 
don’t 
know that Congressman King 
even knew that the taxes weren’t paid.” 
SHOE ON OTHER FOOT 
De Wind’s own line of questioning, how­ 
ever, at times seemed to defend the Long 
Beach tax cases. 
“Did it occur to you as a lawyer that if 
taxes are in dispute and litigation may be 
involved, it often takes years to get it set­ 
tled, 
particularly 
if 
the 
amounts 
are 
large?” demanded de Wind. Oddly enough, 
this is the same reasoning de Wind has re­ 
ceived from alibiing tax officials for hold­ 
ing up cases—when the shoe is on the oth­ 
er foot. 
“I understand these taxes are. . . 1942 
to 1946. That is a long time,’ retorted An­ 
gell. 
“Yes. but didn’t you also know that the 
investigation of this thing had started rn 
late 1946 or early 1947?” 
hammered de 
Wind.

SKELETON OF STEEL—The economic 
framework of the United States is support­ 
ed by a framework of steel, and the steel 
is made from iron oce—with 85 per cent of 
the total ore coming from the Upper Pen­ 
insula and Minnesota. 
A little more than a century ago William 
A. Burt, inventor of the 
solar 
compass, 
with a surveying party pushed his way up 
the Escanaba river by boat. Then overland 
he went until, in the vicinity of Marquette, 
his magnetic compass needle “went crazy.” 
He had discovered the foothills of the 
richest iron formation in the world, ex­ 
tending along the south shore of Lake 
Superior into the vast Mesabi range of 
Minnesota.

BUILDER OF A NATION — First iron 
mining began near Marquette. In 1863 ore 
from the Jackson mine began coming by 
rail to the docks at Escanaba. Today ore 
comes to Escanaba from three ranges—the 
least from M arquette, most from the cen­ 
tral-w estern U. P. Menominee range, and 
an increasing amount from 
the 
Gogbic 
range in western U. P. 
and

Wisconsin. 
In the passing century Hie natural re­ 
source of iron ore has been indispensable 
in creating the wealth and power of the 
United States.

Need Unified Currency 


PABIS—NATO and SHAPE of­ 
ficials 
who 
do 
much traveling 
about Europe have terrible times 
trying to keep their financial rec­ 
ords in order, due to wide differ­ 
ences 
in 
currency 
values. The 
British shilling is worth 13.5 cents 
or about 7.4 to the dollar. The 
German west mark has been run­ 
ning 4.2 to the dollar, the Turkish 
lira 2.8 to the dollar. 
The 
Belgian 
franc 
is 
fairly 
steady at arourv. 200 to the dollar, 
the French franc very unsteady at 
350 to 440 to the dollar, the Ital­ 
ian lira 620 to 685 to the dollar. 
Least valuable is the Greek drach­ 
ma at 15,000 to the dollar. 
Most contusing of all the Yugo­ 
slav dinar, at from 200 to 400 to 
the dollar, with a second currency 
for tourists, in putniks, w hich are 
worth 
50 
to 
the dollar. What 
Europe needs more than a unified 
army is a unified currency system. Latin “calx,” a heel. 


Many times in your reading you will 
find that a word that is new to you has a 
meaning that is very close to one much 
more commonly used and wholly familiar. 
You may wonder why the writer has not 
taken one of these more common words 
But if you look into it more Closely you 
will usually find that he has 
wanted 
a 
shade of meaning not given by the familiar 
word. 
Take, for instance, the 
word 
“recalci­ 
trant” (re-CA L-si-trunt) in the sentence, 
“The boys became ‘recalcitrant’ in carry­ 
ing out the orders 
of the 
Scoutmaster.” 
The meaning is obstinately resistant; un­ 
complying. Therefore 
it comes close 
to 
meaning stubborn, or obstinate. The dif­ 
ference lies in the fact that stubborn and 
obstinate cat’ry no indication of activity. 
A stubborn mule just refuses to budge, and 
an obstinate person 
merely 
refuses 
to 
yield, but a “recalcitrant” person actively 
resists. In effect, 
he fights 
against that 
which he opposes. 
The meaning may best be understood by 
looking into the source of the word. This 
leads to the Latin 
“recalcitro,” 
to 
kick 
back, anciently formed from 
the 
two 
Latin words, “re”, back, and “calcitro,” to 
kick and the latter came from “calx,” a 
heel. Thus the Latin word could 
have 
been applied to a child who in the effort 
to resist his parent, kicked back with his 
heels, just as children still do. Or it could 
have been applied to a horse or a mule 
which, obstinately set against being taken 
from its stall, also kicked back 
with 
its 
heels against its master. 
From the same source we also have the 
nouns “recalcitrance” (re-CAL-si-trunce) 
and “recalcitrancy” (re-CAL-si-trun-sy), 
resistance to authority, and the verb “re­ 
calcitrate” (re-CA L-si-trate), 
to display 
resistance. And our word “calk,” the pro­ 
jection on the shoe iff a horse, or upon the 
sole or heel of a shoe to prevent slipping, 
was anciently taken into

Crop Increase Seen 
For North Carolina 


RALEIGH—(ZP)—$41,000,000 in­ 
crease in the annual farm crop in­ 
come of North Carolina can be 
achieved simply by changing to re­ 
commended varieties of corn, small 
grain, and tobacco, believes W. E. 
Colwell, head of the Department 
of. Agronomy at North Carolina 
State College. 
“It is shocking to realize,” says 
Colwell, “that of the state’s huge 
tobacco crop, four acres out of ev­ 
ery IO are planted to varieties 
which are not recommended and 
which have even been shown in­ 
ferior. If only the best varieties 
were grown, the tobacco farmers 
of North Carolina would produce 
an additional 44,400,000 pounds of 
tobacco per year 
which 
would 
mean an increased income of more 
than $23,000,000.” 
Similarly, he points 
out, 
only 
about one-third of the state’s corn 
crop is planted to high-yielding 
hybrids.

This most wonderful m achine 
Is in your own 
children’s heads. 
Your boy can develop his brain

These 
men were inspired by their par­ 
ents: they never went to college.

Clapp hinted that similar action 
would be taken against collegiate 
groups if the department wins the 
Philadelphia suit.
